Secret Business 


This conclusion adds to the 
whole melancholy story. Spying 
is a very secret business. It should 
be kept so. Save in the movies it 
is without glamor. It is never pub- 
licized. Those who work in it are 
a special breed attracted by 
money. A few are in it because 
they like the thrill and excite- 
ment of it — as well as the re- 
ward. The, President’s assumption 
of responsibility for the U2 likely 
will be recorded as one of the 
several errors in the handling of 
the case. 


The fact there was so much 
talk, much of it contradictory, 
makes necessary a fuller expla- 
nation. This is not forthcoming 
because, presumably, our govern- 
ment fears yet another trap. 


Americans are. disturbed pre- 
cisely because the deadly serious 
business of spying has been se- 
cret. We are not accustomed to 
thinking about it save in roman- 
tic images of beautiful blond spies 
extracting secrets from foolish of- 
ficers in gypsy cafes or in some 
exotically furnished apartment. 
Even then, it usually consists of 
losing a brief case. This is naive. 
But this is our image of spying. 


What further frets the people 
is the snow-balling of the story 
that the U2 was equipped with a 
secret explosive charge which 
would have reduced it to bits and 
that the pilot was pledged to sui- 
cide to avoid capture. 


This story is producing com- 
plaints that American “soldiers” 
should not be subject to such 
agreements. Some try to compare 
it with the Japanese Kamikaze 
(suicide) pilots of the Pacific war- 
fare. These men deliberately 
dived their bomb-loaded fighter. 
craft into the decks of U.S. war- 
ships. None of this is valid. Pilot 
Powers was not a soldier. He was 
a civilian who had sought out a 
dangerous job. 


Part of Job 


Whatever the terms were, all 
U2 pilots accepted them as part 
of the job. That this included de- 
struction of a highly secret plane 
and equipment is certain. That 
it included an agreement to. de- 
stroy self rather than be captured 
likely is true. But this, if true, 
was-not an order given a man in 
military service. It was a condi- 
tion of employment voluntarily 
sought and assumed. Reports fur- 
ther have it that the agreement 
included, in the event of loss of 
life, payment of a $100,000 “‘pol- 
icy” to the family of the de- 
ceased. There was no order in- 
volved. 


It is, to be sure, a gruesome 
business; but much of espionage 
is just that and will continue so 
to be. It is interesting to note

Soviet Asks 


U.S. Pullout 
In Europe 


GENEVA (AP)—The Soviet Un- 
ion today formally presented its 
new disarmament plan, which 
would give American forces 18 
months to get out of Europe. 


Introducing the Soviet proposal 
at the 10-nation disarmament con- 
ference, Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Valerian Zorin said a so- 
lution of the disarmament prob- 
lem had been made ‘“‘even more 
urgent and imperative’ by events 
which led to the Paris summit 
fiasco. 

In keeping with the Kremlin’s 
line, he declared the summit con- 
ference ‘was torpedoed by the 
aggressive actions of the United 
States.” 

ELIMINATES BASES 


The Soviet disarmament _ plan 
couples the elimination of all 
means of delivering nuclear weap- 
ons with the “‘simultaneous’’ elim- 
ination of all military bases on 
foreign territories and the with- 
drawal of foreign troops to within 
their national botindaries. 


The three-stage plan sets a time 
limit of 12 to 18 months for the 
completion of these measures in 
its initial phase.

U.S. C hanges Mind, Decides 
Not to Cut 221 Housing Here 


The federal government has 
changed its mind about cutting 
FHA title 221 housing in Atlanta, 
Ald. G. Everett Millican reported 
Tuesday. 


The Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in May announced 
that Atlanta’s 221 quota for 1960 
and 1961 was being cut from 5,500 
units te 3,100. 


Millican said Tuesday that Sen. 
Russell had informed him that the 
cut would be restored if the 221 
homes are needed. 


Sen. Russell said Norman P. 
Mason, HHFA administrator, said 


his agency will make periodical 


checks to make sure the city’s 221 
needs are met. 

The HHFA reduced the 221 pro- 
gram throughout the nation, say- 
ing that supply was leading the 
demand. 


Mayor Hartsfield, in denouncing 
the cutback, said it was “‘politic- 
ally” inspired. He said the Re- 
publican administration was being 
unfair to the Democratic South, 
which ‘is the only area where 
progress is being made in 221 
housing. 


The low cost 221 houses, sold 
under 40-year mortgages, are in- 
tended primarily to house families 
moved from slums. If a displaced 
purchaser can’t be found in 60 


days, the houses can be sold on 
the open market. 


Millican, chairman of the alder- 
manic board’s urban renewal com- 
mittee, said the full aldermanic 
board will be invited to a meet- 
ing later this month to hear ex- 
perts discuss the necessity for At- 
lanta to raise its $50 million share 
of a $150 million long-range urban 
renewal program.

Postponing Ike’s Trip 


Is Decision for Tokyo 


Sen. Fulbright (D-Ark), chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
is experienced and wise. But he appears 
slightly off base in suggesting that the 
President should delay his planned visit 
to Japan until later in the year. 

If the initiative for such a delay should 
come from the government of Premier 
Kishi, well and good. But should Wash- 
ington call off the trip, the result very 
well might be the toppling of Kishi and 
a new and perhaps neutralist government 
in Japan. That’s the State department 
view and it makes. sense. 

The situation indeed is serious. Should 
a neutral regime take office in Tokyo, 
U.S. military installations in Japan would 
be in grave danger and might be forced 
out altogether. This would make neces- 
sary a complete revision of our Pacific 
strategy. Protecting Formosa would be- 
come much more difficult as would our 
positions in Kérea and Okinawa. 

There is, of course, proper concern for 
the President’s safety and the prestige of 
his office. But more could be salvaged 
from the embarrassing situation if the in- 
itiative comes from Japan.

Metropolitan Planning 
Is Five-County.Task 


Organization of the Regional Develop- 
ment Council of Greater Atlanta is an- 
other welcome move in bringing public 
opinion to bear upon metropolitan area 
problems. A citizen’s group, it will have 
no official function as such but will serve 


as a means of communication for planning 
agencies. 

There certainly is no dearth of such 
agencies in the metropolitan area. But 
future over-all planning of the whole 
region assumes greater importance as 
growth accelerates. 


The metropolitan area consists now of 
five counties which are becoming a single 
urban complex. The General Assembly 
passed enabling legislation at its last ses- 
sion authorizing a five-county Atlanta 
Regional Metropolitan Planning District 
as successor to the two-county Metropoli- 
tan Planning Commission. 

DeKalb County, with its population of 
250,000 people, is the most important 
component of the district with the excep- 
tion of Fulton. Yet DeKalb commissioners 
thus far have made no move to participate 
in over-all five-county planning. The 
deadline for decision is July 1. 

DeKalb’s reluctance is difficult to 
understand. The county has as much or 
more to gain through coordinated plan- 
ning than any of the other four metropoli- 
tan counties. There will be much less 
chaos through cooperation than if each 
county and each municipality go their 
separate ways. Planning will work if 
given a chance. |

Perhaps a test of the 1960 Civil Rights 
Act is in order. Constitutionality of such 
legislation should be established. But de- 
fiance by a whole state is an extreme 
which weakens sectional opposition to any 
rights legislation. And even Southerners 
who sincerely have opposed such meas- 
ures have not been able to argue convinc- 
ingly against the right of all qualified 
citizens to vote. 

The attitude of Fayette officials makes 
sense.

221 Housing Review 
Is Justified by Facts 


Chances for review of the heavy cut- 
back in Atlanta’s 221 housing program are 
viewed hopefully by the city and urban 
renewal officials. Certainly a review is 
justified by the results of the program 


here and the conflicting statements of 
needs by the city and federal authorities. 

Col Malcolm Jones, Atlanta’s urban 
renewal director, says the cutback in At- 
lanta’s authorization to 3,100 from the 


5,500 surveys indicated were needed will 
delay drastically the city’s renewal pro- 
gram. He is joined by Mayor Hartsfield 
and others in deploring the fact that be- 
cause the 221 program has not proved 
quite as popular elsewhere that Atlanta 
should pay the penalty. 

One of our great needs is middle-in- 
come housing for persons displaced in 
urban renewal, building of expressways, 


etc. This is housing for those not quali- 
fied for public projects. While support- 
ing urban renewal, the federal agency, 


according to Col. Jones, tends to defeat 
its purposes by its decision. 

City officials have produced 
and figures to back their argument. 
housing and Home Finance 
listen. After all, money for 221 housing 
is not a grant but is a mortgage guaran- 
tee. And Atlanta needs help.

Overdue Drive Aimed 
At Auto Tax Evaders 


The day of reckoning is at hand for 
Fulton County residents who haven't paid 
their county automobile taxes. 

It is a long overdue accounting. Not 
only are tax collectors seeking payment 
of 1959 taxes but are concentrating espe- 
cially on car owners who have purchased 
tags for as long as five years without 
paying county taxes on their vehicles. 

How did they. get by so long? Why 
weren't all tax records checked on a year- 
to-year basis and appropriate action taken 
by tax officials against delinquents rather 
than allowing a five-year backlog to ac- 
cumulate? 

Obviously there have been numerous 
instances in which auto owners have 
sworn falsely: on their tag applications 
that taxes for the previous year have 
been paid. 

Dodging payment of auto taxes has 
been a widespread practicé in Georgia. for 
years. An idea of its extent can be gleaned 
from the fact that Fulton alone is sending 
out approximately 35,000 notices to de- 
linquents in a camphign to recover . be- 
tween $150,000 and $200,000 in back 
taxes. 

“Pay up or lose your car” seems to be 
the only kind of talk a good many evaders 
understand. It’s good to note that Fulton 
officials now have delivered a clear mes- 
sage saying just that.

Once a Rock Fell 
Upon General Pike 


It was fitting that Gen. Zebulon Pike gave his 
name to the great peak he discovered in the 
Rampart range of the Rockies and to Pike 


County, Georgia, as well, for it was a noble name. 

By the time Pike County with its county seat of Zebulon was cre- 
ated in 1822, the general had charted the upper Mississippi region of 
the Louisiana Purchase for President Jefferson, had explored the West 
and treated with the Indians, had been captured for a while on 
Southern borders by the Spaniards, and had been killed routing the 
British at Toronto in the War of 1812; when the retreating redcoats 
blew up their magazine a rock soared up and fell on Gen. Pike. 


Now the rocks of regional revolution are raining down on rural 
Georgia counties and maiming many of them as the census figures 
show. Pike County itself has lost some 1,300 residents in the last 10 
years. But Pike County isn’t just sitting there waiting for the fatal 
rock to fall on its head while its sons flee for the cities. 

Instead some 50 men who are banded together in the Pike County 
Lion’s Club, a civic group that does more than sing, shake and eat, 


went to work. 


They decided the best way to convince their sons, as well as 
prospective industries, that Pike County is here to stay was to demon- 


strate it. 


So they did not wait for federal money to find its way through 
roadblocks of Southern congressmen to the South, and they did not 
simply wring their hands because an honest and economical gover- 
nor slowed down state political doles to the counties, and they didn’t 
wait and try to dump the burden altogether_on local taxpayers. 

They got out and got up $12,000 as a group, and they are borrow- 
ing another $12,000, and with it they are building a fine swimming 
pool and recreation center for their youth. 

Their children will no longer have to go to Barnesville or Thomas- 
ton or Griffin to swim. Led by men like George Bates and John Buf- 
fington, Bryan Whitehurst and Harold Daniel, the men did their own 


job for their own people. 


A Pike County electrician did the wiring, a Pike County plumber 
coupled the pipes utilizing a Pike County spring. At noon next Tues- 
day the pool is going to be dedicated, and it will be a symbol. 


It will symbolize slats otiect by an unselfish group of men 
who do not meet in one town or another, but who meet one time in 
Zebulon and the next in Meansville, and then in Williamson and in 


Molena and in Concord. 


It will symbolize Pike County’s intention to broaden its industrial 
base beyond the three canning plants it has, and thus to shore up an 
old farming economy based on cotton and pimientos, timber and beef. 
Already a new sportswear plant has picked Pike County. One attrac- 
tion was the spirit shown by these Pike County men to invest in their 


own back yard. 


The greatest symbol of this local effort, though, is one that other 
rural counties are discovering, and certainly one that Gen. Pike 
would have endorsed. When you see a rock falling, it pays to get a 


move on.

Nikita’s Cold War 


Becomes Clearer 


WASHINGTON—The shape of the cold war 
which Premier Khrushchev intends to wage dur- 
ing the next six to nine months is becoming 


clearer. Thus far Mr. K. has been making it pretty vided that while 
he will continue to use provocative and violent language, he intends 
to refrain from provocative and violent actions. 


This tactic could change but 
from everything which Khrush- 
chev has said and done since 
Paris, it looks like the shape of 
things to come. 

The forms which this tactic will 
take will almost certainly be 
these: 


Premier Khrushchev is virtu- 
ally breaking off diplomatic re- 
lations with the United States as 
long as President Eisenhower is 
in the White House. 

He will likely take no overt 
step—like a separate peace treaty 
with East Germany—but he wil} 
permit no agreement in any East- 
West negotiations now in prog- 
ress. Illustration: In the nuclear 
test ban talks at Geneva the So- 
viets have just pulled back their 
announced willingness to under- 
take joint research with the 
United States on better methods 
of underground detection. 

In his long, discursive cable to 
Sens. Johnson and _ Fulbright, 
Speaker Rayburn, and Stevenson, 
Mr. K. showed how eager he ‘is 
to address the American people 
while intent upon keeping Eisen- 
hower from speaking to the So- 
viet people. 

The Khrushchev cable to the 
four Democratic leaders, who had 
sent to the President an expres- 
sion of their support during the 
attempted summit, casts fresh 
light on why the Soviets refused 


to negotiate in Paris. It suggests 
very clearly: 

That Khrushchev concluded that 
President Eisenhower and Gen. 
de Gaulle were not going to give 
him what he wanted at the sum- 
mit. 

That it was, therefore, better 
to have no negotiations than to 
fail to get what he hoped through 
negotiation. 

That his next hope is that the 
new administration in Washing- 
ton, to be elected this fall, will 
be more responsive to Soviet views 
of fair settlements and that to 
Mr. K. a Democratic president 
would be more to his liking. 

Khrushchev’s telegram is ‘a 
bald intervention in American 


domestic policies. He is obviously YOu any copy. I 


seeking to pin the label of “‘ag- 
gressor’’ on President Eisenhower. 
He suggests that “prominent po- 
litical figures in the United 
States” will agree with him and 
these remarks cannot mean other 
than that the Kremlin believes 
that any alternative to the Eisen- 
hower-Nixon administration would 
be an improvement from its 
standpoint. 

I believe that few Americans 
will attach any weight to Mr. K.’s 
advice on selecting the next pres- 
ident of the United States. 

Mr. K. is many things but he 
is not a reliable political adviser 
to the American people.

In 1958 the Argentine govern-’ 


ment turned down a Kremlin sug- 
gestion to assign Molotov as en- 
voy to Buenos Aires. Early last 
year a similar move was made 
to send him as Soviet ambassa- 
dor to The Netherlands—and re- 
buffed by The Hague. Finally, a 
few weeks ago, unofficial Soviet 
inquiries were made asking 
whether Molotov would be ac- 
ceptable as _ plenipotentiary in 
Greece. Athens—unofficially but 
firmly—said no. 

Molotov, who is now 70, was a 
member of the Petrograd mili- 
tary-revolutionary committee that 


greeted Lenin’s return to Russia‘ 


and fomented the upheaval of 
1917. He then linked his fortunes 
with Stalin whom he served as 
prime and foreign ministers as 
well as a member of the Polit- 
buro, Together with Beria (now 
dead) and Malenkov (now in dis- 
grace) he inherited power after 
Stalin’s death. 

When Khrushchev took over, 
Molotov’s star faded. He was re- 
garded as Stalinism’s most im- 
portant symbol and most danger- 
ous leader. After Khrushchey be- 


gan his own quiet purge—follow- 
ing a bloodier elimination of Be- 


ria and his henchmen—Molotov 
was eased out of the picture. He 
made one serious effort to over- 
throw Khrushchev. But Marshal 


Zhukov came _ to ‘ Khrushchev’s 
help by promising him army sup- 
port. Molotov was sent to Mon- 


fy 


golia and some time later Zhukov 
was. fired. 


Molotov found many excuses 
for visiting Moscow. While he 
avoided open activity, he enjoyed 
considerable popular respect and 
made the most of it. The Rus- 
sians recognized in him a digni- 
fied figure who had mixed with 
the world’s great and who had 
helped create the mighty new So- 
viet states. 


In the autumn of 1958 Khru- 
thought it 
might be a good thing to move 
this stubborn old opponent, once 
known as ‘“‘Stonebottem’’ for his 
ability to sit out political and 
diplomatic arguments. Informal 
soundings were made at a high 
level in Buenos Aires as to wheth- 
er he would be acceptable as So- 
viet envoy. 

The Argentinians, a bit puz- 
zled, asked Washington for ad- 
vice. We replied that this was 
their own problem. They re- 
solved it by implying to Russian 
interlocutors that if Molotov was 
persona non grata in the U.S.S.R. 
the same was true for Argentina. 


So poor old Molotov, with his 
cannon-ball head, neat mustache, 
dish-face and professorial pince 
nez, remains a man without a 
country. An unregenerate Stalin- 

a land that officially denies 
Stalinism, he is suspect at home. 
Both because he is seen as a 
Stalinist and associated with 
Stalin’s more brutal crimes—and 
because he is persona non grata 
at home, nobody seems to want 
him abroad either.

WASHINGTON — Agreement is 
expected within a few weeks on 
another large scale of surplus 
American commodities to Poland, 
State department officials said 
Tuesday. 


The expectation is that the to- 
tal value of the sale plus shipping 
costs will be around $100,000,000, 
although officials said that the 
amount of wheat, cotton, fats and 
oils to be purchased is still um 
der negotiation. 


Since the first aid agreement 
with Poland in 1957, the United 
States has extended to that Com- 
munist ally of the Soviet Union a 
total of $296,300,000 in sales-and- 
credit arrangements. 


Of this total, the purchase of 
surplus products acounted for 
$235,300,000, and credits for $61,- 
000 000. 


Poland buys the surplus farm 
products for zlotys, which are de- 


posited to the account of the 
United States in Poland. The 
United States uses part of the 


local currency thus accumulated 
to pay expenses of its diplomatic 
mission, to finance educational 
exchange and to purchase goods 
needed by other countries under 
the foreign aid program.

AMA’s Orr 
Rips Care 
For Aged 


By JACK KAPLAN 


American Medical Assn. Presi- 
dent Louis M. Orr applied a sharp 
verbal scalpel to all ‘“‘socialized 
medicine” proposals and most 
Democratic presidential candi- 
dates in a speech here Tuesday. 


In an address to the Atlanta Ki- 
wanis Club in the Dinkler Plaza, 
Orr said any moves into social- 
ized medicine would end with the 
downgrading of all professions. 


ATTACKS BILL 


The Georgia-born doctor at- 
tacked the Forand bill in particu- 
lar. This bill deals in part with 
free medical care to citizens over 
65. 


“This bill implies that all our 
citizens over 65 are sick and pen- 
niless,”” Orr said. “It is fallacious 
in its prime context. Citizens over 
65 are already being taken care of 
on the local level—like they al- 
ways have.” 


Dr. Orr said all the Democratic 
presidential candidates except 
Sen. Johnson have approved some 
kind of socialized medical plan 
for older citizens. 


SEEKING SUPPORT? 


“They approve these measures 
as part of a scheme to gather in 
votes from a new voting block 
that doctors helped produce—peo- 
ple over 65,” he said. ““They feel 
that they must offer these people 
something for their votes.” 


“‘Sen. Kennedy said that 17 mil- 
lion people went to bed hungry in 
this country every day. That is a 
falsehood.” 


Dr. Orr said such statements 
are propaganda fed through the 
American press by Congress about 
the “‘plight of the aged.” 


The doctor traced histories of 
socialized medicine in countries 
he has visited. 


ASSAILS BRITISH SCHEME 


“They began socialized medi- 
cine in England in 1947,” he said. 
‘“‘Not a single new hospital bed has 
been added there since. About 21 
per cent of the people of Great 
Britain have bought health insur- 
ance in spite of the government 
care so they can get attention. 


“England will be the first to 
come out of the socialized medi- 
cine mess—they’re coming out 
now. We will be the last.” 


Dr. Orr declared that recently 
all the doctors in France struck 
for higher fees. Situations were 
similar in Germany, Thailand, 
and other sections of the world, 
he said. 


“We need no health legislation 
in this country at this time,” he 
said. 


Dr. Orr, an alumnus of Emory 
University’s college of medicine, 
addressed the graduating class at 
Emory Monday night. Born in 
Cumming, Dr. Orr resides in Or- 
lando, Fla. 


PTA Official 
Calls Parents 
The Culprits

ATHENS—The only thing wrong 
with the modern child is his 
parents. 


This indictment of the Ameri- 
can family was brought Tuesday 
to about 300 Georgia PTA mem- 
bers by Mrs. Leon Price of Texas, 
vice president of the national PTA. 


Noting that about a third of 
U.S. mothers hold regular jobs, 
she charged parents with ‘“‘ac- 
quiring goods to impress people 
they do not like.” She cited a 
random survey of 1,500 school 
youngsters, who gave bad dispo- 
sitions as the major sin of their 
parents. 


In characterizing the modern 
parent she told a story of a little 
girl who interrupted her busy 
mother by ringing the doorbell. 


When. scolded, the child said, 
“But mother, I only wanted to 
gee your company smile.” 


The 1960 Civil Rights Act has 
doomed Georgia’s county unit sys- 
tem, former Gov. Ellis Arnall as- 
serted Tuesday night. 


“It is quite likely we have held 
the last governor’s election in 
Georgia under the county unit sys- 
tem,”’ he deelared. 


On WAGA-TV’s Reporter’s Note- 
book program, Arnall also pre- 
dicted that the 1961 General As- 
sembly will ignore the Sibley re- 
port, that state officials will al- 
low schools to be closed and that 
he will be an open-schools candi- 
date for governor in 1962. 


Arnall based his prediction 
about the demise of the unit sys- 
tem of the Civil Rights Act de- 
fining voting. 


Voting is a federal constitutional 
right protected under the new bill, 
the former governor explained. 


As defined by the act, he said, 
voting includes ‘“‘all action neces- 
sary to make a vote effective in- 
cluding . . . registration . . . cast- 
ing a vote and having such ballot 
counted and included in the appro- 
priate totals...” 


Arnall unleashed an attack on 
the unit system, noting that it 
gave the voter in Chattahoochee 
County 260 times the voting power 
of a Fulton County citizen. 


The unit system “may have 
served a good purpose” when it 
was adopted in 1917, he said. 
Rural population then was 75 per 
cent of the total, but 70 per cent 


of Georgians now live in urban) 
areas, he added. 


Asked whether he believed state 
officials would close the schools, 
he replied: 


“They've either got to close 
the schools or break their pledges. 
I hope they break their pledges, 
but I think they'll close the 
schools.”’ 


Arnall said he would run even

3. Disapproved 50 million dol- 
lars the House voted for two new 
antisubmarine destroyer escorts 
and 71 million to build a nuclear- 
powered hunter-killer submarine. 
This left money in the bill for 
three such subs. 


4. Restored 20 million of 33 mil- 
lion the House ordered slashed 
from Pentagon administrative al- 
lotments and 14 million of 35 mil- 
lion cut by the House from mili- 
tary travel funds.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate 
Democratic leader Johnson Tues- 
day laid out a heavy Senate work 
schedule as Congress started a 
five-week sprint for adjournment 
before the political conventions. 


Johnson, an undeclared candi- 
date for the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination, said the Senate 
has “‘plenty of work to do and we 
are going to have to buckle down 
and get it done.”

Opening lead: Jack of ¥ 

Failure by declarer to map out 
a campaign in all its details in- 
volved him in a staggering loss on 
the hand shown today. He had 
overlooked a possibility, because 
of its remoteness, and learned 
to regret what might be regarded 
as a bit of mental laziness. 


When South arranged his hand 
it seemed like a practical joke, 
but this did not prevent him 
from opening with a bid of two 
spades. North had a sound raise 
to three spades and South then 
bid four clubs to show the ace. 
When his partner showed the ace 
of diamonds, South blithely bid a 
grand slam in spades. We would 
not have been nearly so sanguine 
in our attitude toward a contract 
which might hinge on a success- 
ful club finesse. A bid of four 
hearts by South would have pre- 
sented his partner with a con- 
venient opportunity to show sec- 
ond round control in either clubs 
or diamonds, if he had it. 


Declarer took the heart open- 
ing in his hand, and drew trumps 
in two rounds ending up in dum- 
my. He discarded the jack of 
clubs on the ace of diamonds 
and then finessed the queen of 
clubs. When West produced the 
king, declarer acknowledged a 
one trick set. 


South had overlooked an ad- 
ditional prospect which though 
admittedly remote would have 
worked in this instance. After 
winning the opening lead, he 
should play the four of spades 
over to the jack, with the in- 
tention of ruffing a small dia- 
mond. When the ten of spades 
drops, an additional entry to 
dummy is assured, giving dum- 
my three entries in all. Another 
small trump is led to the nine 
and now the ace of diamonds is 
cashed and a club discarded. 
The next round of diamonds is 
ruffed with a spade honor as 
the king of diamonds falls. The 
queen of diamonds is thus es- 
tablished in dummy for the sec- 
ond club discard and the care- 
fully preserved deuce of spades 
provides entry to the three in 
dummy. 


Note that if the king of dia- 
monds does not drop, declarer 
still holds the club finesse in re 
serve as a last resort.

On the newest state water- 
way to attract family groups 
a handsome young man, ~well- 
known in skiing lanes for his 
prowess with the polished 
slats, is teaching others to cut 
safe water didos. 


Armed with life jackets and 
polished slats, men, women and 
children comprise classes con- 
ducted by Jim Boyd, a former 
star of the famed Cypress 
Garden skiing troupe. He dip- 
lomatically declared that there 
is little difference in teaching 
men, women and children, but 
admitted the male _ students 
edge out—ever so slightly—the 
feminine contingent on the time 
required to master maneuvers 
on the varnished boards. 


ANYONE CAN LEARN 


“Practically anyone can learn 
in about 10 minutes,” Jim re- 
vealed, putting a new student 
through her paces to prove his 
point. 


He pointed out that the only 
safe place to learn to water ski 
is on dry land: The beginner 
slipped her feet into the ski 
shoes on the dock, sat down on 
the slats. Jim handed her the 
bar of the tow-rope, holding 
on to the other end himself. 
After the student assumed the 
proper position — arms straight 
ahead, elbows around her 
knees — Jim pulled steadily on 
the rope, bringing her to her 
feet, in the same manner a 
boat will pull the skier upright 
in the water. After a few suc- 
cessful dry-land pickups — 
which seemed to take only sec- 
onds — the instructor led his 
pupil into waist-deep water. 


From there, it was only a 
hop, skip and a spill or two 


until she was skittering hap- 
pily along the water behind 
the boat, her fears washed 
away by the spray. Of course, 
there were a few impromptu 
dunkings as she _ graduated, 
under Jim’s guiding hand, from 
two skis to a single slat. ‘‘But 
even the spills are fun,” she 
declared. 


The student found that the 
life jacket which Jim insisted 
she don served its purpose and 
kept her afloat, making it 
easier to don her skis in the 
water: As she floated on it, 
her hands were free to grab 
the skis and hold them as she 
slipped her feet into the rubber 
“shoes.” 


HARDEST PHASE 


Jim, a 22-year-old Sarasota, 
Fla., lad who’s made numerous 
movie shorts and _ television 
commercials as a_ top-flight 
water skier, declared that most 
of his women students find 
“keeping their arms straight 
and letting the boat pull them”’ 
the hardest phase of their les- 
sons. 


“They almost always try to 
pull themselves up at first,’’ he 
explained. ““‘They have to learn 
to relax and let the boat pull 
them up.” 


Jim cautions his pupils 
against skiing in main channels 
on any lake, where there are 
many other boats around. Se- 
cluded coves are ideal, and 
skiers should always be on the 
look-out for other boats, steer- 
ing clear of them. 


The role of the boat driver 
is an important one in safe 
skiing fun. Jim advises skip- 
pers to cruise far enough in 
front of the skier so that if she 
falls, she will not be endangered 
by the craft. 


“If the boat is too close,” he 
observed, “even the best driver 
may not be able to avoid hitting 
the skier.”’ 


Any driver should, of course, 
always observe all the safety 
rules, including cruising at a 
reasonable, safe speed. And at 
least one other person besides 
the driver should be in the boat 
at all times.

PARIS (WNS) — “Romance

Budget Should Never 
Be a Strait Jacket 


A budget should fit a family, 
not the other way around. That's 
why a statement such as “Spend 
30 per cent of your income 
for food” or “‘pay no more for 
housing than 15 per cent of 
your salary” is unrealistic. 


Each family has certain com- 
mitments. A budget can help it 
see which commitments can 
and should be pruned, and 
which cannot. But a budget 
should never be a strait jacket. 
Here is how to set up a budget 
that keeps your household busi- 
nesslike, but does not constrict: 


Collect your check stubs and 
receipted bills for 12 months 
back. Try to piece together your 


List how much you'll have to 
start each of the coming 12 
months. List fixed expenses 
you'll have to meet—rent, utili- 
ties, insurance and so on— 
month by month. Last of all, 


list, item by item, spending 
you're likely to do each month 
of the next six, preferably 12. 


Then record your actual 
spending. If you deviate from 
your forecast, analyze why. 
Perhaps you've budgeted a 
certain amount for home fur- 
nishings. Your spending is run- 
ning over the amount you've 
anticipated. Ask yourself: 


1. Is all the “‘must” spend- 
ing really necessary? 


2. Is the “free choice’ spend- 
ing going where it actually gives 
satisfaction? 


If the answer to these two 
questions is “‘yes,” don’t give 


a list of what I need and intend 
to pay—then stick to it? 

2. Can I tell a real bargain 
from a phony? Do I know the 
usual department store calendar 
of sales? Do I keep enough 


cash on hand to seize real 
bargains when they appear? 

3. How much of my spending 
is done for convenience—de- 
livery, “one-stop-shopping,”’ tele- 
phone shopping services I could 
perform, and so on? Is con- 
venience worth what it costs? 


4. Do I experiment in my 
shopping? Try new stores, new 
brands, new quantities, new ma- 
terials, new methods? 


In short: Set up a budget 
based on your own past spend- 
ing habits. Watch your spend- 
ing closely for several months. 
If you go over your forecast re- 
peatedly, ask: “Is what I buy 
essential?” “Am I buying as

U.S. Prepares to Select 


Terrell Voting Referee

WASHINGTON — The Justice 
department has made its first 
moves for appointment of voting 
referees under the Civil Rights 
Act of 1960. 


The department has taken steps, 
without public announcement, to- 
ward the naming of a referee in 
Terrell County, Ga. A voting 
case pending there since 1958 is 
about to go to trial, and the judge 
has been notified that the Jus- 
tice department will try to make 


a case for appointment of a 
referee. 


Also, a suit filed Tuesday in 
Shreveport, La. asked _ the 
federal court there to order back 
on the voting rolls the names of

560 Negroes alleged removed in 


a Citizens Council campaign. And | 


the suit sought appointment of 
a referee to register other 
Negroes. 


The 1960 act, which was just 
a month old Tuesday, provides 
for referees to enroll Negro 
voters when southern officials 
will not do so. 


To obtain a referee the Justice 
department must first win a case 
under the 1957 civil rights act, 
proving that particular Negroes 
have been prevented from voting 
because of their race. The judge 
must also find a “pattern or 
practice’ of discrimination. 


The Terrell County, Ga., ‘case 
was the first brought under the 
1957 act. The suit was dismissed 
by District Judge T. Hoyt Davis

The 
government has informed Judge 
Bootle and the defendant reg- 
istrars that it will ask for a find- 
ing of a pattern of discrimination 
and may then seek appointment 
of a registrar. 


The Louisiana case brought 


;/ Tuesday that Negroes in Bienville 


parish (county) have been de- 
prived of their right to vote be- 
cause of such a pattern or 
practice. 


The complaint traced the prob- 
lem back to a White Citizens 
Council meeting in the American 
Legion Hall in Arcadia, La., on 
Sept. 24, 1956. The members were 
said to have agreed on a plan 
to “maintain racial segregation 
in Bienville Parish.” 


The device used, according to 
the suit, was to challenge Negro 
registrations because of asserted 
minor errors. One “mistake” was 
registrants stating their color as 
“Negro” rather than “‘black.” 


The Citizens Council challenged 
560 of the 595 Negroes then reg- 
istered as voters in the parish, 
the Justice department said, but 
challenged only the “token num- 
ber’ of 45 white persons. 


Pauline A. Culpepper, registrar 
of voters in Bienville Parish, was 
named as one defendant in the 
suit. She was said to have per- 
mitted the challenges despite 
legal deficiences and their plainly 
discriminatory nature, and then 
to have refused to accept any 
counter-affidavits from the 
Negroes. 


As last March 31, the Justice 
department said, 5,143 of the ap- 
proximately 6,120 white persons 
of voting age in the parish were 
registered. But only 26 of the 
4,475 Negroes of voting age were 
on the books. 


In addition to Miss Culpepper, 
the suit named as defendants 16 
Citizens Council members. The 
department asked for an injunc- 
tion prohibiting similar purges 
and barring the registrar from 
giving any effect to them.
